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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 (similarly claim 19) recites the limitation " the" in "combines the first 
compressed video data". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. Since the claim has two "first compressed video data: an original first 
compressed video data (claim 1 , line 3) and a first tiled compressed video data (line 4), 
therefore, claimi, line 8 recites "combines the first compressed video data" creates a 
problem of multiple antecedent basis. The examiner suggests changing the above 
limitation to read -- combines the first tiled compressed video data--; 

Claim 7 (similarly claims 23, 27 and 30) recites the limitation " the" in "combining 
tlie first ccsmpressed video data". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. Since the claim has two "first compressed video data: an original 
first compressed video data (claim 7, line 3) and a first converted compressed video 
data (line 4), therefore, claimi , line 8 recites "combining the first compressed video 
data" creates a problem of multiple antecedent basis. The examiner suggests changing 
the above limitation to read ~ combines the first converted compressed video data--; 
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Claim 30, line 7 recites the limitation " the" in "at the first resolution". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The examiner suggests 
changing the above limitation to read -- at the low resolution --; 

Claim 9, line 1 (similarly claims 19 and 23) wherein the claim claims the MPEG 
recommendations are, again, considered indefinite because there are many versions of 
the respective recommendations and the recommendations are continuously updated. 
The scope of the claim limitations cannot change over time, and unless the applicant 
provides in the remarks section of a response to this Office Action the specific version of 
the respective recommendations with the date or a copy of the respective 
recommendations is provided, the claims are deemed indefinite; and 

The term "may be" in claim 1 (lines 3-4, 6-7) is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "may be" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Further more, 
limitations that follow the term "may be" can not be considered as positive recitation and 
because the term "may be" occurs- t.h.':^oug-hout the claim's set, is r-equ^STed-the 
applicants will review the set in its entirety to correct the above problems. The examiner, 
at this time, will not render his opinion with regard to prior art until the applicants correct 
all of the above indefiniteness.
